Forest fire 
extinguished 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - Fire 
crews today doused the final hotspots of 
a brushfire that blackened 2.000-acres in 
the Los Padres National Forest and 
caused more than $700,000 damage to 
watershed near Lake Cachuma. 
Fire Information Officer Jim Rice of 
the U.S. Forest Service said the blaze, 
which was contained Tuesday, was con­ 
trolled at 6 p.m. Wednesday. He said 
firefighters were being released from 
the lines and many were going to fight 
some 400 blazes in Northern California. 
Cost of fighting the Cachuma blaze 
was estimated at $250,000. Rice said. 
Three hundred men manned the fire 
lines Wednesday afternoon, but the force 
was expected to be reduced to about 100 
firefighters today. 
But even as firemen extinguished the 
last remaining hot spots within the 
smouldering, charred perimeter, U.S. 
Forest Service officials discussed the 
long-range impact the denuded area will 
have on the lake 10 miles away. 
"The worst danger is to the watershed 
for Lake Cachuma.” a spokesman said. 
"The long-range damage could be more 
serious than the fire itself. Lake 
Cachuma is the principal fresh water 
source for Santa Barbara, Goleta and 
parts of Montecito and Carpinteria." 
Damage to the area was estimated in 
"the hundreds of thousands of dollars" 
by Forest Service officials, though an ex­ 
act dollar figure was not given.

Phone workers' 
strike 'almost 
inevitable' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Communica­ 
tions 
Workers President Glenn Watts 
said today it is "now almost inevitable" 
that as many as 700.000 telephone 
workers will stage a lengthy nationwide 
strike beginning Sunday. 


Watts told a news conference he ex­ 
p ected the strike would last for 
“months " He conceded the union osnnot 
shut down the Bell System, but insisted a 
long strike would disrupt service to 
millions of telephone users. 


“I don’t anticipate any strike would be 
for a short duration.” he said. 


He reported that the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. has made 
only one offer to the union since negotia­ 
tions began last May 19. and no negotia­ 
tions have been held since last Tuesday. 
President Carter and other government 
officials have been notified a strike is 
"imminent," he said 


"Based on the situation as it stands to­ 
day, my best judgment is that a strike is 
now inevitable," Watts said. "In that 
event, telephone service will be dis­ 
rupted 
The public w ill be in ­ 
convenienced” 


Watts offered to bargain around the 
clock with the company in the next 
several days to avoid a strike, but he 
suggested it would take "a miracle" to 
avoid a walkout when the present con­ 
tract expires at 12:01 a.m. EDT Sunday. 
The Communications Workers bargain 
for some 500,000 employes in the Bell 
system 
Watts predicted that several 
other unions representing an additional 
200,000 workers also would leave their 
jobs Sunday. 


Watts said the company’s sole contract 
offer provided for no more than an 18 per 
cent increase in wages and benefits over 
the next three years — far below the ap­ 
proximately 30 per cent that auto 
workers and steelworkers have obtained 
in recent similar three-year agreements. 
He said the Bell system also has 
refused to recognize the union’s demand 
for improved job security and has even 
attempted to downgrade jobs traditional­ 
ly held by women at a time when dis­ 
crimination is an issue.

20 congressmen and other government 
officials who allegedly received South 
Korean influence payments will be 
turned over to the House Ethics Commit­ 
tee by the Justice Department, sources 
said today. 
The list is a "significant development" 
referred to Wednesday by Chairman 
John Flynt after a closed meeting of the 
committee Former Watergate Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski is the com­ 
m ittee’s new chief counsel. 
Most of the reported payments and 
gifts to U S government officials as far 
back as the early 1970s were funneled 
through South Korean lobbyist Tongsun 
Park. 
The lobbyist was a central figure in the 
alleged influence-peddling scheme by 
President Park Chung-Hee. 


At the same time, investigators con­ 
tinued today to take testimony from Jay 
Shin Ryu, a former Tongsun Park 
employe who reportedly claims knowl­ 
edge of making cash payments to con­ 
gressmen.

The issue of the list held by the Justice 
Department was reportedly one of the 
factors behind the resignation of Phillip 
Lacavora, former chief counsel of the 
ethics committee’s Korean investiga­ 
tion. 


Lacavora wanted to subpoena the lists 
after Justice balked at turning them over 
to the panel. 


Flynt reportedly refused to go along 
with the subpoena process. The volun­ 
tary surrender of the documents by the 
Justice Department coincides with the 
hiring of Jaworksi to replace Lacavora 
but It was not immediately known 
whether this was a factor in the turning 
over of the lists.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House to­ 
day defeated a proposed nickel-a-gallon 
increase in the federal tax on gasoline. 
It was a major setback for President 
Carter and the House leadership, who 
pushed a gas tax increase as a key ele­ 
ment in pending energy legislation. 
Carter originally proposed a standby tax 
of up to 55 cents a gallon. 
Another gasoline tax proposal — this 
one for four cents — remained before the 
House. But its defeat was considered 
certain in light of the negative vote on 
the nickel tax. 
Proceeds from the five cent tax would 
have been divided evenly between mass 
transit and non-interstate highway con­ 
struction and maintenance. The current 
four cents per gallon tax goes mainly for 
interstate highways. 
This formula was intended to make the 
tax more attractive than the four-cent 
levy, a good portion of which would have 
gone to energy research and develop­ 
ment rather than highway and transit 
projects. 
House Democratic Leader Jim Wright, 
who spoke for the leadership, said the 
tax would help all Americans either 
through transit for cities or better roads 
for rural areas. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter today signed a bill creating the 
new D epartm ent of E nergy and 
immediately nominated his energy ad­ 
viser, James Schlesinger, to head it. 
The Senate Energy Committee quickly 
voted 12-0 to confirm Schlesinger. and 
sent the nomination to the Senate floor. 


In a major move to battle the nation’s 
growing energy problems, the depart­ 
ment brings together some 50 govern­ 
ment agencies to form the first new 
cabinet department since the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation 11 years ago. 
Carter predicted in the Rose Garden 
signing ceremony that by the time 
Congress adjourns in October, it will 
enact "an energy policy to make our na­ 
tion proud.” 
The President also signed a bill 
strengthening the Small Business Ad­ 
ministration’s ability in dealing with 
vicims of catastrophes, such as floods 
and tornados. SBA will be empowered 
to give low-interest loans for persons 
whose homes and businesses that have 
been destroyed and to provide more 
direct assistance. 
"The impending crisis of energy shor­ 
tage has brought an unprecedented quick 
action by Congress in establishing a new 
Department of Energy," Carter said in 
the 12-minute ceremony attended by a 
score of members of Congress 
He said the new department would "in 
the future at least seek to alleviate the 
consequences of inevitable shortages in

In a report issued July 5, the grand 
jury found "low morale" in the depart­ 
ment "due to the Director’s manage­ 
ment practices, not to any organizational 
or structural deficiencies."

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CIA experiment 
victims' names asked 
by congressmen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — CIA 
Director Stansfield Turner now 
is under congressional pressure 
to identify and inform hundreds 
of institutions, professors, doc­ 
tors and other unwitting sub­ 
jects that they were “used” by 
the agency in some 25 years of 
bizarre experimentation. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass . Wednesday told Turner 
during a dramatic hearing: 
“The Central Intelligence 
Agency drugged American citi­ 
zens without their knowledge or 
consent. 
It used university 
facilities and personnel without 
their knowledge. 
It funded 
leading researchers, often with­ 
out their knowledge. 
“These institutions, these in­ 
dividuals. have a right to know 
who they are and how and when 
they were used.” 
Turner, who took over as CIA 
director in February and was 
not involved in the “abhorrent” 
activities of the 1950s and ‘60s, 
said new evidence gave the 
names of 185 non-government 
researchers and assistants and 
80 institutions, which, for the 
most part, unknowingly took 
part in mind and human 
b eh avior e x p er im en ts on 
humans for the CIA 


Intelligence 
revamping near 
completion 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Carter was putting 
finishing touches today on in­ 
telligence reorganization plans 
which would bolster CIA Direc­ 
tor Stansfield Turner’s power 
over Defense Department spy 
agencies without giving him 
total control of them. 
The 
President 
summoned 
members of the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence to a 
morning briefing on his deci­ 
sion to give Turner budget con­ 
trol over the P en ta g o n ’s 
National Security Agency and 
the National Reconnaissance 
Organization, which operates 
the satellite spy system 
Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown and Turner had been in a 
tug-of-war over the question of 
centralized control of intelli­ 
gence 
gathering 
agencies. 
Brown strongly advocated re­ 
taining control over defense in­ 
telligence 
The new plan is in the nature 
of a compromise, and White 
House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell insisted there w ere “no 
big winners or losers.” 
“ Both the CIA and defense 
are happy with it.” he said, ex­ 
plaining that the plan will 
“increase coordination and pre­ 
vent overcentralization." 
Budget control will make 
Turner the most powerful CIA 
director in history, administra­ 
tion officials said, but will not 
rate him the title of “intelli­ 
gence czar.” Brown will be able 
to appeal Turner’s decisions to 
the National Security Council. 
C a rter had an 18-hour 
schedule of events today, in­ 
cluding a welcoming ceremony 
for Julius K Nyerere, president 
of Tanzania and one of the 
leading spokesman for black 
African rule 


Tanzanian head 
meeting with 
Jimmy Carter 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Julius K Nyerere of 
Tanzania, perhaps the leading 
spokesman for* black rule in 
Africa, is in Washington for two 
days of talks with President 
Carter 
Nyerere, whose homeland 
borders Rhodesia and South 
Africa, is the first leader of an 
African nation to visit the 
United States since Carter took 
office 
He arrived in Washington 
Wednesday, and welcoming 
ceremonies were scheduled to­ 
day on the White House South 
Lawn In addition, Carter plan­ 
ned a working dinner for the 
African leader tonight. 
Nyerere is the exponent of 
the non-Marxist African social­ 
ism called “ujamaa" in Swahi­ 
li. Although his East African 
nation has been b eset by 
economic problems, he contin­ 
ues to be recognized as a 
le a d in g fo rc e fo r black 
majority rule in Africa. 
Some observers found it 
significant that Carter chose a 
friend and neighbor of the black 
liberationists in Rhodesia and 
South Africa to be the first 
African leader to come to the 
United States. 
The Carter administration 
has accelerated the policy 
begun under former Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger of 
openly promoting black rule in 
Africa. 
On the eve of the Nyerere 
visit, two high-level members 
of the administration predicted 
black rule would com e to 
Rhodesia next year, but refused 
to predict it would come to 
South Africa within five years 
Tanzania was formed in 1964 
by the union of the former 
British colony of Tanganyika 
and the island of Zanzibar 
Nyerere, British-educated, is 
the only leader the nation has 
had. 


“It is totally abhorrent to me 
to think of using humans as 
guinea pigs,” Turner said, as­ 
suring the committee “there is 
no experiment going on (now) 
in any way.” 
But he opposed notifying 
those involved, on the grounds 
of “a moral obligation to these 
researchers and institutions to 
protect them from any unjusti­ 
fied embarrassment or damage 
to their reputations, which 
revelation of their identities 
might bring.” 
In a 14-page statem en t, 
Turner disclosed new details of 
the CIA’s Cold War era experi­ 
ments designed to counter Rus- 
sia n 
and 
C h in e se 
“brainwashing” techniques. 
The experiments included the 
use of drugs, electroshock, 
poisons, chemicals and germs, 
both on volunteers and unwit­ 
ting subjects, and the setting up 
in New York and San Francisco 
of “safe houses" which were 
open for eight years. 
“Safe house” is the usual in­ 
telligence term for a place for 
interrogation or hiding of defec­ 
tors and captured spies, but the 
CIA houses were something 
else. 
Kennedy, reading from still 
classified documents, asked 
Turner about two-way mirrors 
used in residences. 
“Yes, the construction was 
done to put in tw o-w ay 
mirrors,” he replied 
There were also “ rather 
elaborate decorations” in the 
San Francisco location, Kenne­ 
dy said, “of French can-can 
dancers, floral decorations and 
black silk pants, red bedroom 
curtains, recording devices. 
Your agent called it “Operation 
Midnight Climax.’ 
“ Did you reach any conclu­ 
sions on what was going on out 
there?” Kennedy asked amid 
general laughter 
“ No sir.” Turner replied, 
deadpan. 


Thailand places 
troops along 
border 


ARANYAPRATHET. 
Thai­ 
land (UPI) — Thailand today 
rushed troops, tanks and ar­ 
mored cars to its border with 
Cambodia and warned that 
military retaliation is possible 
if diplomacy fails to end two 
weeks of bloody border clashes. 


The latest reinforcements 
were positioned north of Ta 
Phraya, 185 m iles east of 
Bangkok, where Cambodian 
Khmer Rouge troops Tuesday 
killed 30 civ ilia n s and a 
policeman in a raid on two 
villages 


Cambodia has remained pub­ 
licly silent about the clashes, 
and Thailand, which technically 
has diplomatic relations with 
Phnom Penh, has been unable 
to find a Cambodian official to 
whom it can deliver a protest 
note or negotitate a border set­ 
tlement 


Thai commanders, after the 
third Cambodian raid into 
Thailand, said their massing of 
troops and armor was to match 
a Khmer Rouge buildup 


At least 10 Bangkok-based 
tanks of the Thai Army’s 4th 
Cavalry Regiment arrived at 
the border area north of 
Aranyaprathet today.

Carter expected to sign 
free food stamp measure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A compromise on wheat supports 
engineered by Sen. Hubert Humphrey has cleared the way 
for approval of an $11 billion measure to provide new free 
food stamps to the needy and aid to hard-pressed farmers. 
It’s virtually certain President Carter, who threatened to 
veto the bill if it exceeded his suggested spending targets, 
now will sign the legislation, according to members of a 
House-Senate conference committee drafting the farm-food 
proposal. 
The committee went back to work today considering a 
compromise on another thorny issue, — a House-approved 
plan to boost sugar prices. 
The White House has also held out a veto threat if the 
language in this section is unsatisfactory. But administra­ 
tion spokesmen said in advance they expected to accept the 
settlement as outlined Wednesday. 
The bill would boost 1977 support payments to wheat 
growers to about $1.2 billion, and increase the value of the 
com crop by $1.3 billion or more. 
Wednesday’s Humphrey-sponsored compromise involved 
wheat supports for 1978. The Minnesota Democrat’s plan 
broke a deadlock on that point — the lone outstanding issue 
among Carter’s other grain terms for the 1978-’81 period. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland said Carter would 
veto the bill if the $3 a bushel wheat support target he and 
House members endorsed for 1978 was increased — and if a 
companion boost was made in the House-approved 1978 corn 
target. 
Humphrey’s 
subsequent proposal was to set the 1978 
wheat support at $3 a bushel if the crop is more than 1.8 
billion bushels, but raise it to $3.05 if the harvest falls below 
that total.

Study begins after plant

Mideast peace conference 
depends on Syrian chief 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPI) - 
The 
proposed 
prelim inary 
peace conference of Middle 
East foreign ministers next 
month hinges on Syrian Presi­ 
dent Hafez Assad, who meets 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
today. 


Vance arrived in Damascus 
late Wednesday, the third stop 
of his 13-day Middle East tour 
aimed at mediating differences 
between Israel and the Arabs 
that has held up resumption of 
the Geneva peace conference.

Sprinkle rest of m ixture on top and dot with butter or 
m argarine. 
Roll pie crust a little larger than pan, sprinkle light­ 
ly with flour, place 
rolling pin on one end and roll 
dough around pin, then lift and unroll over cobbler. 
P ress against pan and slit dough. 
Brush with cold 
w ater sparingly and sprinkle with granulated sugar. 


Foolproof Pie Crust 
3 cups all purpose flour 
I Mi tsp. salt 
1 tsp sugar 
Sift together, then work in lMi cups shortening (at 
room tem perature). In a sm all bowl, beat one egg sl­ 
ightly, add 1 tbsp. vinegar, 5 tbsp, cold w ater, sprinkle 
over flour m ixture and stir with fork until dough form s 
a ball and cleans all flour m ixture from sides of bowl. 
This dough can be rolled and re-rolled. You can freeze 
what is left. Or it will keep in a covered container in 
the refrigerator for a few days. Bake the cobbler at 
375 degrees for 40 to 45 m inutes until brown.

‘ He could pitch until he’s

cia said of the right-hander “ I 
think that Nolan Ryan would 


prolong his career if he pitched 
like he did Wednesday night.

Hart's solar bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation providing a finan­ 
cial incentive to install solar 
heating and cooling systems in 
homes advanced in the Assem­ 
bly and won the endorsement of 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Wednesday. 
The bill (AB1558) by Assem­ 
blyman Gary Hart, D-Santa 
Barbara, was approved by the 
Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee on a 14-1 vote and 
sent to the floor. 
The measure would give a 50 
per cent income tax credit up to 
$3,000 to homeowners who 
use solar systems and offer a 25 
per cent tax credit for commer­ 
c ia l ap p licatio n s of so lar 
energy. 


At a display of solar energy 
equipment on the Capitol lawn, 
Brown endorsed the H art 
measure and said: “ I would 
like to see hundreds and thou­ 
sand of homes in California in­ 
stalled with solar water heaters

think we have to move as fast 
down the nuclear (energy) path 
as the federal administration is 
pushing us.

In a peace settlement, the 
National Academy got the 
daytime Emmy awards and the 
Hollywood academy got the 
prime time Emmys, reopening 
balloting by m embers for 
nominations 
The aw ards will be an­ 
nounced Sept 11 in a nationally 
televised show 
"Roots," a 12-hour dramati­ 
zation of Alex Haley’s version 
of his ancestors’ struggle with 
slavery, garnered 13 nomina- 
tons for acting, four for 
directing, three for writing and 
others for music, editing, art 
direction, costume design, 
camera and sound work 
"Eleanor and Franklin,” a 
portrait of the Roosevelt 
marriage in the White House, 
was second with. 16, three more 
than in the earlier nominations 
The Mary Tyler Moore Show, 
appearing in its final season, 
registered the biggest change 
getting 12 nominations in the se­ 
cond round compared to three 
earlier when many of its per­

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Francis Gary Powers, the U2 
pilot shot down over Russia in 
1960 will be buried in Arlington 
National Cemetery in recogni­ 
tion of his services to the na­ 
tion. it was reported today. 


The burial was approved by 
the acting secretary of the 
arm y, said Dick Spangler, 
president of the Radio and 
Television News Association of 
Southern California, which had 
called for approval of a request 
by Powers' widow 


The burial was approved on 
the basis of Powers' service as 
a CIA spy pilot and as a holder 
of the Intelligence Star, a CIA 
medal equivalent to the Silver 
Star. Spangler said 


It was also reported that 
Presidential Press Secretary 
Jo d y P o w ell telep h o n ed 
Powers' widow Wednesday to 
relay President Carter’s ap­ 
proval of her request 
The 
White House approval was 
reported by spokeswomen for 
K N B C -T V . w here pow ers 
worked, and the Douglas Mor­ 
tuary in El Segundo. where his 
body was taken 


Powers, 47, died Monday 
when the telev isio n news 
helicopter he flew as an air­ 
borne reporter crashed into a 
suburban recreation area as he 
returned from covering a brush 
f i r e , k illin g 
him and a 
cameraman. 


Claudia “ Sue” Powers said 
earlier she had asked for per­ 
m issio n to b u ry him a t 
Arlington, as Powers had told 
her he wished. 
His 12 years of service as an 
Air Force officer could also 
qualify Powers for burial in the 
military cemetery. 
Mrs Powers planned to fly to 
Washington with the body Fri­ 
day, after memorial services 
for Powers tonight at the First 
Christian Church in North 
Hollywood, to arrange the 
burial, a friend of the family 
said.

Thousands mourn dead 
Archbishop Makarios 


NICOSIA 
Cyprus (UPI) - 
Thousands of Greek Cypriots 
stood in line to see his body, to 
touch the heavy gilt Bible that 
lay on his chest and kiss his 
right hand in final homage 


"M akarios'" they wailed 
The body of A rchbishop 
Makarios lies in state today in 
the ancient frescoed Cathedral 
of St. John's, clad in white silk 
robes embroidered with gold 
and wearing the archepiscopal 
crown — vestments normally 
reserved for high feast days 
such as Easter and Christmas. 
Thousands of Greek Cypriot 
men in open-necked shirts and 
women clad in black lined up to 
mourn before the open casket 
Wednesday. 
"We must follow his footsteps 
and continue the struggle for 
the survival of our country," 
acting President Spyros Ky- 
pnanou said in a television ad­ 
dress “ For us Makarios is not 
dead He will always live in our 
hearts and be the vanguard in 
our struggle ’’ 
For Kvprianou and other 
politicial leaders, the major 
problem was finding a compro­ 
mise candidate to succeed the 
only president Cyprus has 
known in its 17 years of in­ 
dependence. 
Makarios. who died Wednes­ 
day, was for Greek Cypriots the 
symbol of "enosis” — national 
unity with Greece — a policy 
Makarios was never able to 
carry out 
Bars and restaurants on the 
Mediterranian island were shut 
ami government offices closed 
until after the funeral Monday. 
T h ere h ave been fe a r s 
Makanos' sudden death would

Dymally proposes end to unitary 
tax, criticized by Sen. Briggs 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Democratic Lt. Gov. 
Mervyn Dymally Wednesday proposed legisla­ 
tion to end California’s unitary tax and came un­ 
der immediate criticism from a Republican 
gubernatorial contender. 


Dymally, chairman of the state Commission 
on Economic Development, said California’s 
current system of taxing overseas firms or those 
American businesses operating in foreign com­ 
panies prevents businesses from locating in 
California and is an “ international fishing ex­ 
pedition” for tax dollars. 


Republican Sen. John Briggs of Fullerton is­ 
sued a statement accusing Dymally of playing 
“ political games with proposed unitary tax 
legislation,” contending his actions “ could un­ 
dermine efforts to create jobs for Californians.” 
Briggs said a bill (SB1266) he is authoring is 
being amended to end the unitary tax, and his 
staff had supplied Dymally’s office with copies 
of the amendment. But the senator pointed out 
Dymally decided to have another bill, carried by 
Sen. Bill Greene, D-Los Angeles, amended to ac­ 
complish the same thing as his proposal. 
"Why didn’t he come out in support of SB1266 


if he’s not playing politics?” Briggs asked, ad­ 
ding: “ Such action can only jeopardize the 
delicate negotiations going on right now to bring 
manufacturing plants to California.” 
Under Dymally’s plan, which is used by most 
other states, a corporation — foreign or 
domestic — would be taxed on the amount of 
sales, payroll and property of the firm in Califor­ 
nia as compared to a nationwide total. 
If, for example, a company does 10 per cent of 
its American business in California, it would be 
taxed only on that amount. 
Currently. California and two other states 
require such corporations to base the appor­ 
tionment on holdings around the world. 
"California simply cannot afford to be part of 
a minority of three states whose tax ad ­ 
ministrators have decided to go on an inter­ 
national fishing expedition for tax dollars,” 
Dymally said in a news release. 
He said the current system is another stumbl­ 
ing block to large domestic corporations and 
foreign investors who wish to locate or do 
business in California 
The Greene bill is before the Senate Revenue 
and Taxation Committee 


Suggestions of cutting school

Wallace won't say 


MONTGOMERY, Ala (UPI) 
— Gov George Wallace, in his 
first meeting with reporters 
since it was learned his lawyer 
has drawn up a divorce petition, 
refused to say whether the peti­ 
tion will be filed in court. 
Wallace, asked about the 
matter Wednesday at a shop­ 
ping cen ter ribbon-cutting 
ceremony, at first said he did 
not understand the question, 
then added. “ I think I under­ 
stood it.” But he refused to 
answer it 
Reliable sources have con­ 
firmed the petition was authen­ 
tic and said Wallace told his 
lawyer he intends to seek a 
divorce. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
member of a conference com­ 
mittee writing a school finance 
bill has angrily rejected sugges­ 
tions for large cuts in the 
measure to permit diversion of 
more state surplus funds to 
property tax relief. 


“ We re going as far as we 
can,” Sen. Albert Rodda. D- 
Sacramento, said Wednesday 
after presenting Senate con­ 
ferees’ recommendations on 
the school finance measure to 
the school finance conference 
committee “ We’re saying tax 
relief is secondary.” 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post and Department of Fi­ 
nance Director Roy Bell have 
told the two conference com­ 
mittees drafting school finance 
and property tax relief bills 
that they exceeded projected 
budget allotments and their 
m easures would have to be 
trimmed. 
R odda 
pointed out that 
equalization of school funding 


among districts was mandated 
by court order in the Serrano 
decision while property tax 
relief has not been ordered. 
“ Our primary purpose was to 
provide in the first three years 
reasonable compliance with 
Serrano and avoid a property 
tax increase.” he said 
Rodda also said the property 
tax relief m easure was re­ 
quired to include other mandat­ 
ed programs such as bilingual 
education and education for the 
developmentally disabled 


Rodda and the two other 
S e n a te c o n fe r e e s . S e n s. 
William Campbell, R-Hacienda 
Heights, and Ralph Dills, D- 
Gardena, recommended a $4.2 
billion five-year package 
A 
riv a l A ssem b ly p ro p o sa l 
currently totals $4 9 billion. 


The Senate plan would in­ 
clude $2.9 billion for low-wealth 
districts. $335 million for the 
State T eachers’ Retirement 
Fund. $448 4 million for pro­ 


gram s for the handicapped and 
$120 million over three years 
for low-income, urban school 
districts 


The missing ingredient that is 
proving the greatest obstacle to 
agreement between the sena­ 
tors and assemblymen is a $638 
million allocation for school 
reform projects in curricula, 
relationships among pupils, 
teachers and community mem­ 
bers, in-service training, and 
instruction for disadvantaged 
and limited English-speaking 
students. 


Rodda opposed the allocation, 
saying the bill should focus on 
meeting the Serrano court deci­ 
sion Assembly members of the 
conference committee contend 
that they should include school 
reform in any education finance 
bill 


Gubernatorial hopeful to 
run Bryant-like campaign 
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LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
state legislator who wants to be 
the Republican candidate for 
governor launched a drive 
Wednesday to put before the 
voters a proposal to authorize 
firing of school teachers for 
“ publically homosexual 
con­ 
duct.” 


Sen. John V. 
B rig g s of 
Fullerton, who worked in Anita 
B ryant’s successful Florida 
campaign, said that if he is 
elected governor he will push 
for programs to convert homo­ 
sexuals “ from their immoral 
life style.” 
The drive is meant “ to tell 
homosexuals that we are tired 
of your aggressive movement 
into society, to have us accept 
you as normal people, because 
you are not normal people,” 
Briggs said 
Briggs caused a disturbance 
in San Francisco last month 
when he held a news confer­ 
ence before a crowd of hostile 
homosexuals to announce plans 
for the campaign. He had to be 
taken away under police protec­ 
tion. 
The proposal w as filed 
Wednesday with the state at­ 
torney general’s office. Once 
titled and summarized there, 
its sponsors will get 150 days to 
co llect 312,404 sig n atu re s 
needed to put it before the 
voters next year. 


Briggs' proposal would not 
make it illegal for a teacher to 
be a homosexual, and would not 
require that homosexual teach­ 
ers be dismissed 
It would 
authorize local school boards to 
investigate charges of “ public 
homosexual conduct” and fire 
offenders whose “ homosexual 
conduct is directed at, or likely 
to come to the attention of, 
school children or other school 
employes." 
B riggs said the proposal 
would have no ef f e c t on 
“ private” homosexuals, whose 
students are unaware of their 
sex lives.

He baked his way into the 
Guinness Book of Records last 
summ er with a 9.3-ton pie for 
his city’s summ er fair. 
But Muscarella said he and 
his volunteer crew never felt 
quite right about the achieve­ 
ment because the one-ton pie 
tin holding that pie split during 
the baking, and much of the fill­ 
ing oozed out. 
“ We had only planned to do 
this one tim e,” said Muscarel­ 
la, “ But after all the work we 
did on it, we decided to try it 


one more tim e and do it right.” 
This year’s effort, launched 
Tuesday night, featured an im­ 
proved pie tin and adjustment 
of the giant outdoor oven to in­ 
sure even distribution of heat. 


The pie consisted of 350 
bushels — or 8,750 pounds of ap­ 
ples — 1,100 pounds of spices 
and stablizers, 5,950 pounds of 
sugar and 4,900 pounds of 
water, all poured into a 500- 
pound crust. 


The pie measured 16 and two- 
thirds feet in diam eter and was 
18 inches deep. Tractors were 
used to drag it into the oven 
where it cooked for about six 
hours and was allowed to cool 
overnight. 


Muscarella said this year’s 
pie will be his last, and he is not 
worried that someone else will 
top the record. 


“We really think this one will 
stand for a long tim e,” he said. 
“ We don’t think there’ll be 
anyone else crazy enough to try 
this for a while.”

Major fuel shortage hits 
USSR's second biggest city 


Allan Hancock information for fall 


- L E N IN G R A D , 
U S S R 
C(UPI) — A m ajor fuel crisis has 
«truck the Soviet Union's se­ 
cond largest city, even though 
th e Communist giant produces 
more oil than any other nation 
in the world. 
Private car owners in Lenin­ 
grad are able to buy only 
minimal amounts of gasoline — 
and that only after waiting in 
line for hours. 
The official explanation for 
the shortage is that fuel from 
the K irish i re fin e ry n e a r 
Leningrad is being diverted to 
breadbasket areas of the Soviet 
I Union for the annual harvest. 
But Western experts question 
that explanation because the 
harvest season has not yet 
begun 
According to foreign 
diplomats here, Leningrad ap­ 
pears to be the only m ajor 
Soviet city experiencing an 
acute fuel crisis. 
With an annual production of 
nearly 4 billion barrels, the 
Soviet Union surpasses the out­ 
put both of the United States 
and Saudi Arabia. 
But gasoline shortages for 
private purchasers in Lenin­ 
grad began July 18 when many 
service stations locked up and 
• U M d a n U ta p e d h a n d w r i t t e n 
signs in windows saying “ no 


gasoline.” 
Lines formed and when scat­ 
tered deliveries were made, 
customers were limited to 4.4 
gallons of regular grade gasoli­ 
ne. Within 10 days, one of the 
city’s main service stations was 
selling only 2.2 gallons per car. 
Even for this amount, more 
than 30 cars lined up outside the 
station because the attendant 
was selling only at periodic in­ 
tervals. 
The main service stations, 
however, keep a reserve supply 
on hand for to u rists with 
foreign license plates, or for 
those cars with special “white” 
plates belonging to diplomats or 
foreigners stationed in the 
Soviet Union. 
Gasoline is coming to Lenin­ 
grad, but only in dribbles for 
public use. Official cars, trucks 
and buses do not appear to be 
affected. 
“ If this shortage does not end 
by September, a lot of people 
are going to be upset,” said a 
Western diplomat.

COLUMBIA. S C. -(L E N S) 
— An illness that has been 
known in Europe since the 
18th century and has qualified 
its victim s for disability 
payments in Britain since 1941 
is only just beginning to gain 
attention in the United States 
Brown lung disease, or 
byssinosis. is a respiratory ill­ 
ness that is widespread in the 
world's textile industry and is 
caused by breathing cotton or 
hemp dust. For years it was 
believed that the disease was 
confined to European mills 
and was associated only with 
foreign cotton But two recent 
reports carried out in North 
and South Carolina, where a 
third of the country's one 
million textile workers live, 
show that the disease is com­ 
mon in America 
How common? One report 
sponsored by the tex tile 
m anufacturers 
them selves 
suggests that there are only 
about 2.000 v ic tim s, but 
another, bv a doctor at Yale, 
estim ates that the figure is 
closer to 35.000 
Not sur­ 
prisingly both the textile un­ 
ions and the federal govern­ 
ment are trying to eliminate 
rapidly the conditions that 
cause the disease 


New federal standards for 
cotton dust in the air, which 
were first debated at hearings 
in Washington this spring, are 
now becoming the hottest 


issue of discussion in mill 
towns throughout the South If 
passed, they would mean a 
standard five times stricter 
than the present law 


The textile industry claims 
that the machinery needed to 
meet the regulations would 
cost about $3 billion, an im­ 
possible figure, they say, 
which could be met only at the 
expense of higher prices and 
lost jobs 


On past performance the in­ 
dustry is likely to have its 
way 
The p re s e n t weak 
federal standards for the 
amount of cotton dust per­ 
mitted in textile factories are 
even now frequently ignored 
Violations are seldom punish­ 
ed In South Carolina alone. 59 
out of the 74 cotton mills have 
been found to infringe the 
laws 


The campaign for cleaner 
mills and medical compensa­ 
tion has been slow to catch 
hold Ignorance has been one 
reason Convinced that brown 
lung disease was a foreign 
affliction, both managers and 
workers in the textile industry 
attributed the illness's symp­ 
t o m s of s h o r t 
b r e a t h , 
sluggishness and asthma-like 
attacks to other causes.

Peculiar environments may 
await two Voyager spacecraft 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Two 
Voyager spacecraft ready to 
scout Jupiter. Saturn and pos­ 
sibly Uranus and Neptune may 
see a variety of strange worlds 
including the salt beds of ex­ 
tinct seas and exotic landforms 
of ice and mud, the space 
agency said today. 
The first of the twin televi­ 
sion probes is scheduled for 
launch from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., Aug. 20, and the second 
will depart Sept. 1. Both mis­ 
sions may last a decade or 
longer and give man his first 
close-up look at a dozen bodies 
in the solar system. 
In announcing details of the 
two missions, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
m inistration said the four 
largest satellites of Jupiter will 
"provide a varying and fas­ 
cinating microcosm of unique 
worlds.” 
The twin television cameras 
on the two Voyagers will get 
good looks at a ll five of 
Jupiter's inner satellites, the 
major satellites of Saturn and 
that planet’s awesome rings. 


Scientists say the pictures of 
the inner Jovian satellites alone 
should provide a wealth of in­ 
formation. Some are believed 
to be made up largely of rock, 
some of ice and some of water. 
"T heir surfaces probably 
range from lunarlike cratered 
plains, to salt-covered beds of 


extinct seas, to exotic land­ 
forms created out of ice and 
mud." NASA said. 
Most satellites of Saturn ap­ 
parently are composed prim ari­ 
ly of ice. Titan, the largest 
moon in the solar system, has a 
strange, cold atmosphere as 
thick as Earth’s. 
Jupiter and Saturn seem to be 
immense balls of hydrogen and 
helium with no apparent solid 
surface. Each has its own inter­ 
nal energy sources, putting out 
more radiation than it receives 
from the sun. 


Voyager 1 is scheduled to fly 
within 173.000 miles of Jupiter 
on March 5, 1979. and then sw­ 
ing on to scout Saturn, coming 
within 86.000 miles on Nov. 12, 
1980 Voyager 2, which will be 
launched first on a slower 
course, will fly by Jupiter July 
10, 1979, and pass Saturn Aug 
27. 1981 
If all goes well, Voyager 2 
will be sent on to scout Uranus 
in 1986 and may continue on to 
survey Neptune. 


Both spacecraft eventually 
w ill coast out of the solar 
system On the remote chance 
that some space-faring civiliza­ 
tion might someday encounter 
them, both probes carry copper 
phonograph records containing 
two hours of the sounds of 
E a rth — greetings in 60 
languages, samples of music 


and natural sounds such as the 
surf. wind, thunder and those of 
animals.

Hope's castle 


P A L M S P R IN G S , C a lif. 
(U P I) — Bob Hope’s architect 
has filed for a permit to renew 
construction on the comedian’s 
huge almost-completed desert 
retreat, destroyed in July, 1973 
by a $500.000 fire that burned all 
but the steel frame. 
The house will be protected 
under a 40-foot dome, covered 
with a brown rocklike material 
to blend into the desert, with a 
60-foot hole in the top. 
The dome covers 25,000 
square feet of space — more 
than one local department store 
— with room for a 100-foot in­ 
door pool built to look like a 
natural lagoon and 14,000 
square feet of living space un­ 
der an umbrella-like structure, 
with room for a 200-foot-long 
living room. 


The dollar's fall is a reflec­ 
tion of the United States’ 
trade deficit, estimated to be 
a record $25 billion this year. 
This is in large part due to the 
surprisingly healthy perfor­ 
m ance of the dom estic 
economy, while the rest of the 
world stagnates. 
Although the growth in the 
country s GNP for the second 
quarter of the year has not yet 
been released, it is expected 
to match the 6.9 per cent an­ 
nual growth rate clocked up in 
the first quarter. This is con­ 
siderably faster than had been 
thought possible six months 
ago. Conventional opinion still 
has it that in the second half of 
the year the growth rate will 
slacken off markedly 


There is little sign of that 
happening yet. In June the 
level of industrial output rose 
by 0.7 per cent, which was 
more than expected, and 
although much of this was the 
result of swelling inventories 
the fact that there was sub­ 
stantial growth in such basic 
industries as cars, iron and 
steel suggests that the slow­ 
down. which undoubtedly will 
come, is still some way off. 


Apart from a persistent lack 
of confidence, springing in 
part from the fear that the 
rest of the industrialized 
world will be unable to match 
up to America’s performance 
and may therefore drag it 
back, there are few im ­ 
mediate bottlenecks in the 
domestic economy. Although 
retail sales and consumer 
credit have recently slacken­ 
ed off they are still running 
ahead of the rate of inflation 
The country’s m anufac­ 
turers are now operating at 
83 5 per cent of their capacity, 
well up on the levels during 
the recession two years ago, 
yet still with plenty of room 
for growth before reaching 
the 88 per cent utilization 
which was the peak attained 
in 1973 and which proved a 
point where bottlenecks began 
to plague industry. 
Much the same situation ex­ 
ists in the labor market even 
with 90 6 million people now 
at work, a figure that has been 
on the rise for eight months, 
there is still an ample, indeed 
excessive, amount of labor 
available, with unemployment 
nudging up marginally in June 
to 7 I per cent. 
Nor is the old nagging fear 
of renewed inflation haunting 
the economy as much as 
before 
Wholesale prices in 
June dropped sharply as it 
became clearer that the huge 
farm crop now ripening must 
Inevitably mean lower food 
prices 
But it is not only food that is 
coming down, an index com­ 
piling the prices of 27 com­ 
modity futures is now at its 
lowest point for eight months. 
With figures like these, the 
Department of the Treasury 
may reasonably argue, what 
is a few points off the ex­ 
change rate?

Tenor acquires new fame after 
outstanding SF performance 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
Tenor Peter Hofmann burst 
onto the Am erican scene 
recently with a breath-taking 
performance of Wagner’s “ Die 
Valkure” with the San Francis­ 
co Symphony. 
In spite of glowing reviews in 
his native Germany, Paris and 
London, the 32-year-old onetime 
decathlon champion and para­ 
trooper was practically un­ 
known in American opera cir­ 
cles until his San Francisco per­ 
formance in May. But no 
longer. 
The first night ovation could 
only be described as delirious, 
yet Hofmann views his new 
fame most modestly. 
“ It’s only two and a half 
years ago that this all started,” 
he said. “ Sometimes I have to, 
how do you say, pinch myself to 
see if it’s really true.” 
Hofmann’s luck is to have not 
only an extraordinary voice but 
to also have a type of voice that 
is very rare and consequently is 
in great demand. 
“ It is not only the loudness of 
the voice but the color of the 
voice that distinguishes a 
dramatic’ tenor,” he said 
“ You must be strong so to come 
through the orchestra — which 
in Wagner’s operas are so large 
— and the voice must be a little 
d a rk e r than usual. The 
Wagnerian roles are written 
furiously low It is impossible 
for a lyric tenor to reach those 
notes.” 
Interestingly like the legend­ 
ary tenor Lauritz Melchior, 
Hofmann started as a “ dark 
baritone, almost a bass.” Only 
after three years of intense 
training did he feel comfortable 
in the tenor range. 
It was through his wife’s 
parents, who were both opera 
singers, that Hofmann first was 
introduced to opera and he only 


started training at 21, doing 
most of his study simultaneous­ 
ly with his military service. 


Mixing different worlds is 
not, however, unusual for Hof­ 
mann Next year, for example, 
he’ll sing Tony in a German 
production of ‘‘West Side 
Story” at the same time he’ll 
sing “ Lohengrin” with the Stut­ 
tgart Opera 


Mixing opera and musical 
comedy, while not too unusual 
in the United States, is almost 
unheard of in Germany and 
Hofmann is amused at the stir 
he’scaused: “ They don’t like it, 
but I say that’s music, too.” 


Hofmann now is booked all 
the way into 1980, principally in 
Europe 
Does Hofmann feel comforta­ 
ble having his future suddenly 
so blocked out in advance0 
“ Yes, I think it’s a good sign. 
You can be surer of what’s go­ 
ing to happen 


“ When you start, it’s all so 
uncertain 
You must give up

For that you must be 
a man; you can’t be a child. 
You have to have so many years 
of life inside you ” 
He tells how after his first

was out of the realm of pos­ 
sibility.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - It 
is amazing to the layman how 
much an archaeologist or 
anthropologist can figure out 
about ancient peoples by study­ 
ing a few shreds of bones and 
artifacts 
To the archaeologist and 
anthropologist, 
however, 
the 
wonder is that there is so much 
we do not know about these peo­ 
ple. 
Most of what the scientists 
have found out about the an­ 
cients of our cou ntry is 
gathered together for the first 
time in “ Prehistory of the Far 
West: 
Homes of Vanished 
Peoples,” by Luther S. Cress- 
man, formerly of the Univer­ 
sity of Oregon, re ce n tly 
published by the University of 
Utah Press of Salt Lake City 
($15). 
Prof. Cressman is not drawn 
into the argument about when 
the wanderers from Asia came 
to North America, but presents 
dispassionately the discoveries 
at various sites in the Far West 
which may show the presence 
of man as much as 37,000 vears 
ago. 
No accurate assessment can 
presently be made, he says, 
despite the accuracy of carbon 
dating. This is because carbon 
dating does not surely indicate 
the difference between char­ 
coal from a lightning-set fire 
and that from a fire that was 
manmade 
But whenever it was, the 
author draws accurate pictures 
such as; 
“ The Wanderers who first set 
foot in the New World were 
skillful hunters or they would 
never have survived. 
The 
methods used in the hunt 
depended to a great extent on 
the habits of the game animal, 
whether it was gregarious or 
solitary. Solitary animals, such 
as the bear, had to be stalked by 
a hunter with one or two com­ 
panions or even by the hunter 
alone. Deer, elk and mountain 
sheep could be moved by 
drivers past hunters lying in 


ambush. Swift animals, like the 
horse, and massive ones, like 
the mammoth, had to be taken 
by stealth Either the hunters 


had to lie concealed at water 
holes to kill an unwary beast or, 
by some maneuver, startle the 


herd and drive one or more in­ 
dividuals into the mud and soft 
sand where their movements 


were impeded All the evidence 
from kill sites of mammoth, 
horse, and camel is of this 


nature We do not know how far 
in the past these methods of 
hunting were developed, but 
they must be as old as the 
history of man as hungers.

The clearest 
record was reported (in 1967) 
and this was a c le v e r ly 
organized stampede of a herd 
into an arroyo about 8,500 years 
ago.” 


Crime prevention measure 
faces Assembly members 


Assembly Bll 90, a measure 
which aims to establish a new 
s ta te-c o unty 
f i n a n c i a l 
partnership to reduce crime 
and delinquency as a part of 
Governor B r o w n ’s crime 
prevention package, will be 
considered by the Senate in 
August 
The bill, passed by the As­ 
sembly earlier in the year, is 
authored by Assemblyman 
Julian C. Dixon of Los Angeles 
Mario Obledo, secretary of 
the Health and Welfare Agency, 
said the legislation will greatly 
expand local decision-making 
power 
in 
c a r r y i n g out 
delinquency and crime reduc­ 
tion programs. 
“ The bill, he said, “ gives the 
County Boards of Supervisors 
the authority to approve and 
implement programs 
The 
Boards will receive the funding 
directly — a state subsidy 
amounting to $2 16 for every 
man. woman and child in 
California so that the counties 
can carry out these vital 
programs " The counties will 
receive a total of $46.538,000 un­ 
der this program. 
Pearl S West, director of the 
California Youth Authority, 
noted that the measure es­ 
tablishes levels of commitment 
to state youth and adult institu­ 
tions for each county based on 


its demonstrated practices dur­ 
ing a three-year period from 
1973-74 to 1975-76 
“ As long as a county does not 
exceed this com mitment 
limit," she said, “ the county 
will receive the total grant 
amount based on its recent 
commitment practices. There 
will be no added subsidy for a 
county that reduces its commit­ 
ments below this level.”

Toronto is second city of the muses

TORONTO - (NEA) - 
Another half-hour and it will 
be midnight In the business 
and shopping centers of most 
North American cities, the 
streets are almost deserted, 
except for pairs of police mov­ 
ing slowly, watchfully, in 
patrol cars Stores are barred 
and shuttered; dark The few 
couples who are abroad in the 
inner cities hurry for their 
hotels, cars, or whichever 
restaurants remain open Any 
night life of former years is 
dormant, if not dead 
But here, in this Canadian 
metropolis, young couples and 
groups — along with some not 
so young — stroll, laugh, look 
in shop windows By this time 
the dozens of art galleries are 
closed, but many are still lit, 
provoking lively d eb ates 
about works on display. 
Movie theaters have just 
released one set of audiences, 
and another has replaced 
them for the late show Some 
of the finest, most varied 
restaurants any city can offer 


are catering to diners and con­ 
vivial drinkers. 
On a typica 
evening, at 
least several of Toronto’s 40 
legitimate theaters have had a 
performance. 
Music 
lovers 
have a choice of professional 
a r t i s t r y , 
f r o m solo to 
symphony, every night of the 
year. 
No city on the continent, in­ 
cluding New York, offers as 
much live night club enter­ 
tainment; according to the 
Toronto Musicians Associa­ 
tion. 1,800 entertainers are 
employed here at the mo­ 
ment 
Many of the finest 
A m erican jazz m usicians 
have moved here, because 
they like the quality of life in 
Toronto, and because they 
find 
d e v o t e d , 
p a y i n g 
audiences for their kind of 
music 
Does all this hint that 
Toronto, m easured by the 
bounty and vitality of its 
cultural life, has become the 
second city in North America, 
surpassed only by New York0 
Expectedly, the fiercely 


loyal folk of Ontario's capital 
argue that it is, just as the 
d evoted citizens of Los 
Angeles, Chicago, San Fran­ 
cisco and a few other con­ 
tenders insist that it isn't. 


Nevertheless, a weight of 
evidence favors this late- 
blooming city on the north 
shore of Lake Ontario. Toron­ 
to used to be so quiet, accor­ 
ding to a long-standing joke, 
that its people would drive 
across the border to Buffalo 
for excitement on a Saturday 
night. Now Detroiters make 
the much longer drive to get a 
piece of the Toronto action 
over a weekend. 


Lawrence O’Toole, dance 
critic for the Toronto Globe 
and Mail, expects this attrac­ 
tion to spread: “ I have a 
theory that the people in New 
York are going to become so 
jaded that they too will be 
coming here for a fresher 
cultural life.” To which 
Gerald Birnberg, a native of 
Brooklyn who moved here 
from New York 16 years ago 


and now owns the Prince 
Arthur Art Gallery, adds: 
“ It’s already happening ” 
‘‘Toronto has to be the 
C a n a d i a n 
d a n c e 
c e nt e r 
because our National Ballet is 
based h ere,” O’Toole con­ 
tinues. ‘‘In addition, it has a 
ballet school which is one of 
the top three in the world. 


‘‘T here is no real star 
system in Toronto ballet, 
which is different from New 
York and most cities. Nor is 
the star system as important 
here as it is in the United 
States generally. 
‘‘In one way, ours might 
seem a kind of sedentary 
cultural life. If, anyone ac­ 
customed to the ‘hype’ of New 
York’s cultural personalities 
were to come here, I think 
th e y ’d be appalled. But 
gradually they would see that 
this is what culture is all 
about. It’s not ‘my favorite’ or 
‘your favorite’ performer or 
company; not competitive in 
that way. Instead, here it is 
doing or seeing things for the 


sake of doing or seeing them .” 
As for Toronto’s possible 
rating as the second city 
culturally on this continent, 
that does not mean it is second 
in a ll c a t e g o r i e s . 
I t s 
symphony 
orchestra, 
while 
widely admired, isn’t quite in 
the class of the Chicago, 
C l e v e l a n d , 
B o s t o n 
or 
Philadelphia, to name just 
four 
Its fine art museums 
don’t measure up the Kimbell 
in F o r t Worth, the Art 
Institute of Chicago, the 
Cleveland Museum of Art or, 
in 
N ew 
Y o r k , 
t he 
Metropolitan, Frick, Museum 
of Mode rn Art and the 
Guggenheim 


Still, it is so near the top in 
enough various aspects of the 
arts that the rating of second 
makes sense 
Frank Rasky, entertain­ 
ment w riter for the Toronto 
Star, also worked for years in 
the New York entertainment 
scene 
“ In New York,” he 
says, “ an actor is lucky to 
work a month or two out of the 


year at his profession. In 
Toronto, with 40 theaters, 
m ostly subsidized by the 
government, he can keep busy 
all year and make a good liv­ 
ing He also can tour, with 
professional regional theaters 
from coast to coast.” 


One of these working actors 
d e s c r i b e d h i ms e l f as a 
m e mb e r of the p eo p le’s 
theater Asked to explain such 
a description, he added: “ I’m 
subsidized by the government,

Drought and oil crises 


SAN FRANCISCO — In this, the se­ 
cond year of the drought, with water 
rationing enforced in San Francisco and 
communities throughout the Bay area, 
the blackout in New York had a special 
meaning. 
With the blackout went 
not only 
widespread looting but a rash of fires, 
many of them set by 
arsonists in the chaos 
when thousands of 
police were unable to 
confine the looting. 
What would happen, 
they are asking here, 
if with water levels 
low. large-scale fires 
should break out? 
No 
one 
can 
guarantee that a third 
year of drought will 
not succeed the two 
that have already 
brought realization that the blessings of 
nature are neither infinite nor inevitable. 
Water and weather specialists are frank 
to say that a third successive year would 
be catastrophic. 
It is impossible to predict whether 
rains in the late fall and winter will fill 
up badly depleted reservoirs or whether 
a normal snow pack in the adjacent 
mountains will provide relief for parched 
streams and falling water tables. 


Climatologists studying the shifting air 
currents in the upper atmosphere far out 
across the Pacific see a pattern that 
holds a rainless high over the Northern 
California coast. When that pattern will 
shift is anyone’s guess 


The city has had its great fire. In 1906 
the word earthquake was taboo. It was a 
raging, uncontrollable 
fire that 
destroyed San Francisco. 


Since then there has been more scien­ 
tific knowledge about the incidence of 
earthquakes and even the possibility of 
advance prediction 
Eventually, in the 
view of some seismologists, advance 
warning of two or three days, or even 24 
hours, could avert widespread loss of 
life. The earthquake of 1906 touched off 
the fire that swept the city and the after- 
math of such an earthquake today, with 
gas and oil lines interweaving under the 
surface, would be far more devastating. 


Evidences of the drought are minimal 
in this beautiful city. Burning away the 
morning fog the sun shines down out of a 
brilliant blue sky 
For San Franciscans 
praying for rain, it has become a 
relentless sun. 


Every hotel room is filled with a con­ 
vention of furniture buyers 
A cool 
breezy 60 degrees whets the appetite for 
reports of the other half of the country 
sweltering under a scorching heat wave. 


Real estate prices in San Francisco 
have soared to such heights as to make it 
sound as though money had lost its 
meaning. A house that sold two or three 
years ago for $50,000 or $75,000 now br­ 
ings $200,000 or $250,000. While no one 
can foresee the limit a disturbing under­ 
current of feeling is this is a bubble 
which some day must burst. 


In the perspective of history it may be 
possible to unravel the contradictions of 
this curious era. A long time ago, or so it 
seems, President Carter gave his dooms­ 
day television talk. He talked about the 
oil shortage, the energy crisis, as the 
moral equivalent of war. 
His appeal for voluntary conservation 
has had just about zero effect. 
One 
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testimony is the variety of license plates 
of tourists from all over the country who 
are sampling the beauties of this ex­ 
traordinary city. Carter has said that 
gasoline consumption will reach a record 
total of 7.5 million gallons a day. 


A glut of oil on the West Coast was 
averted only by a blessing in disguise; 
heavily disguised as it turns out. That 
was the fire and explosion that destroyed 
Pipe Line Pump Station No. 8 on the 
Trans Alaska pipeline system. 


Until the station is rebuilt the flow of 
oil over the line will be reduced by 
400,000 barrels a day to 800,000 a day and 
that was about the estimated size of the 
glut. Before the accident the plan had 
been to carry the oil not required by 
California refineries to the East Coast 
through the Panama Canal by tanker. 


However much the doomsday cry may 
be discounted, the energy crisis is real 
enough for the long haul. 
President 
Carter has suggested that the only way 
out is a greatly increased number of 
nuclear reactors. But they require a long 
time to build and with the opposition of 
environmentalists that time-span is in­ 
creased in the courts and in mass 
demonstrations 


As Carter once said there is only one 
real way out. 
That is in a substantial 
reduction of energy use How this can be 
achieved is far from clear. A rise in the 
price of gasoline in anything like the 
terms now talked about — 4 or 5 cents a 
gallon — will not be a deterrent. 
Perhaps rationing, unwelcome and hard 
to manage as it would be. is the only 
answer. 


The present drift is comfortable but il­ 
lusory. Another hard winter in the East 
could result in prolonged hardship with 
fuel oil and natural gas shortages. But 
with the sun blazing down in the sky, 
winter seems a long way off. 


WASHINGTON — Confidential docu­ 
ments smuggled to us from inside the 
maximum security penitentiary at 
Atlanta prove that, despite the high walls 
and the celibate life behind them, love 
can still conquer all. 
The love story from Atlanta is not 
w r i t t e n in t he l a n g u a g e of a 
Shakespearean sonnet. 
It is related, rather,

in t u r gi d J u s t i c e 
Department prose. 
Yet it has its Romeo 
and Juliet overtones. 
The story is told in a 
confidential ‘‘incident 
report,” which begins 
dryly: ‘‘On Monday, 
June 27, 1977, it was 
b r o u g h t 
to 
( t h e 
authorities’) attention 
that information had 
recently been received 
which indicated that inmate Farrell Kirk 
No. 96321-131 married one Marcella 
Brockett in the institution visiting room 
on or about January 24, 1977.” 
This was strictly against the rules; in­ 
mates simply aren’t married or given in 
marriage in federal prisons. Or to put it 
in Justice Department language, the 
reported marriage was “in violation of 
institution policy statement A-7300.70.” 
Aroused over such an irregularity, the 
authorities began an investigation which, 
according to the official account, “ in­ 
volved contact with the Probate Court in 
Ringo, Georgia. Officials of this court 
verified the existence of a marriage cer­ 
tificate ... bearing the names of Farrell 
Kirk and Marcella Brockett. with the 
Rev. James Gallahan officiating.” 
This succinct if unromantic account of 
the wedding of Marcella and Farrell 
omits the spicy details. Not mentioned 
is the story of how the intrepid couple 
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arranged the ceremony and kept it 
secret, all behind prison bars. Nor does 
the official version describe what 
vicissitudes they face in the future. 
So tranquil was the nuptial ceremony 
that prison officials didn’t discover it 
had happened for six months. The of­ 
ficiating reverend, it turns out, was also 
an inmate and, therefore, handy for the 
occasion. Marcella ingeniously had the 
marriage document legalized in court; 
then she sneaked it into the visiting 
room. And there, right under the noses of 
the prison guards, the couple was made 
one. 
Almost. 
The disapproving federal 
governm ent is now 
claim ing the 
marriage is null and void. The Probate 
Court judge, on the other hand, assured 
our reporter Tom Rosenstiel that the 
marriage certificate is quite legal. 
The true test of legality will have to 
wait until Marcella and Farrell apply for 
legal benefits as married persons. But 
this isn’t their only problem. The prison 
has no intention of allowing conjugal 
visits, so the honeymoon will have to be 
postponed until September. 1980, when 
F arrell finishes his sentence for 
violating parole on a burglary rap 
COUPONS. COUPONS, COUPONS - 
In case the United States is hit by 
another fuel crisis. President Carter 
would rather impose gas rationing upon 
the public, say insiders, than let 
motorists fight for gas in chaotic pump 
lines. 


He has even inherited 4.2 billion ration­ 
ing coupons, which the Federal Energy 
Office printed three years ago. But this 
enormous stack of coupons, which are 
stored at a secret military installation 
out West, may not be usable. 
Distraught officials have discovered 
that the coupons, with only slight 
modification, will give change for a 


dollar in money vending machines. 
Hundreds of thousands of these money 
changing contraptions are located 
across the country in laundromats, air­ 
ports, amusement arcades and other es­ 
tablishments. 
Thus the embarrassed officials ap­ 
parently have a lot of colorful but 
worthless coupons on their hands. This 
is, it turns out. a multi-billion-dollar em­ 
barrassment. It cost the taxpayers about 
$11 million to print all those coupons. 
Nor is it cheap to store 4.2 billion ration 
tickets, although the precise figures are 
unavailable for storing and guarding 
them 
They were rushed off the printing 
press during the worst days of the Arab 
oil embargo, as the government 
prepared to resort to emergency ration­ 
ing. 
But the crisis ended before the 
coupons were ready. 
ExPresident Gerald Ford’s energy ad­ 
visers studied rationing last year but 
weren’t satisfied with the findings. 
Congress had ordered his administration 
to submit a report on rationing. 
The 
report, however, was never presented. 
The White House blamed bureaucratic 
delays. But our own sources insist that 
the Ford administration simply couldn’t 
decide what to do about rationing. 
The Carter crowd, meanwhile, favors 
rationing but doesn't know what to do 
with the questionable coupons. No final 
decision has been reached, an energy of­ 
ficial told us. whether to keep them or 
dispose of them. 
He suggested hopefully that the 
coupons would be more valuable for 
purchasing gas than changing into 
money. 
But theoretically at least. $11 
million worth of coupons could be tran­ 
sformed in money-vending machines into 
$4.2 billion. 
Confessed one insider: “ I don’t see 
how we can use those coupons.” 


Erosion hazard profile! 


F e d e r a l s oi l s c i e n t i s t s and 
hydrologists were reconnoitering mas­ 
sive areas around Cachuma Wednesday 
to determine what needs to be done to 
repair the ravages of fire. 
As of Wednesday flames from a man- 
caused fire had burned about 2,000 acres 
of the Santa Ynez River watershed above 
Cachuma. 
Approx­ 
imately eight persons 
were injured, but no 
homes or other struc­ 
tures were damaged 
as far as was known 
early this week 
One of the federal 
s p e c i a l i s t s , G a r y 
Jackson, said he and 
others were gathering 
details and statistics 
in order to draw up an 
“ erosion h a z a r d ” 
profile. The problems 
are enormous, if I understand the situa- 
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tion. 
Jackson said they will determine, first 
of all the exact amount of acreage in­ 
volved in the fire, then, the amount and 
location of water repellent soils. The ex­ 
ercise is the key to preparing for the fall 
rains. Water repellent soils can be ex­ 
pected to shunt off the early rains, caus­ 
ing soil erosion and other problems. 
Many if not all the water repellent 
soils are sandy in character, Jackson 
said Added to this is a condition caused 
by burning chaparral. Jackson said the 
burning of the chaparral vegetation 
releases first a dense smoke that turns to 
solid material. When this material hits 
sandy soil it penetrates an inch or two 
and spreads out into an impervious 
layer. 
Rain goes through the top and 
a relatively simple inch or two and then 
rolls off. If there is a great deal of this 
type of problem, it spells trouble for 
managers of the forest. The forest we’re 
talking about is the watershed that feeds 
into the Santa Ynez River system and 
finally into the urban areas of Santa 
Ynez-Lompoc. 
As if this were not enough, the 
presence of slopes, some as steep as 60 
or 70 per cent, adds to the total problem. 
Jackson and his colleagues will com­ 
pile statistics on soil types, topography, 
climate and cover, or what type of 
growth is present. 
The end product, Jackson, said, will be 
plans for reseeding and other soil erosion 
techniques. 
All this will feed into the flood control 
programs of the County Flood Control 
and Water Conservation Districts. For 
planning purposes it will help provide in­ 
formation, especially useful if there are 
heavy rains this fall. But heavy or light, 
there is bound to be more runoff of rain­ 
fall, because of the fires, thus reducing 
the amount of recharge of the un­ 
derground basins and at the same time 
producing more flow in streams.
